Mrs. Barrows soon 
got thoroughly frightened and said that 
her husband died on the lounge in the 
kitchen and that she and Blaney car- 
ried him to the bed where he was 
found by the coroner. After the body 
of Barrows had been exhumed and a 
post moitern performed Mrs. Barrows 
and filaney were arrested, she being 
charged as an acessory and he with 
deliberately shooting her husband. 


Under prolonged and searching ex- 


amination by detectives, Mrs. Barrows 
told a story which, when Blaney wa's 
confronted with it, caused him to 
break down and make a confession. 
In the presence of authorities, closely 
questioning him, Blaney narrated the 
circumstances leading up to the crime 
end the details of its commission. After 
relating a story of family troubles he 
sain that he had brooded so long upon 
the evident desire of Mrs. Barrows to 
be rid of her husband that he had de- 
termined to put him out of the way. 


With this object in view the Satur- 


day previous to the murder he went to 
Dover, N. H., where he purchased a 
revolver. It was a five chambered wea- 
ijon. 38 caliber. With a revolver he ob- 
tained a single cartridge. That night 
on hi.s return from Dover he secured 
six more cartridges, making seven in 
all. 
The night of the murder Blaney, 


alter doing the chores at his home, put 
the revolver, loaded with five cart- 
ridges, into his pocket and walked 
along slowly towards the house of his 
intended victim. On the way he dis- 
charged one cartridge to see if the re- 
volver worked well. Satisfied that it 
would not fail him he walked on and 
reached the Barrows place about 8.25 
o'clock and took a position under the 
shed adjoining the barn.

dered husband caused many to doubt 
the truth of her sory, A careful ex- 
amination of the ground where Mr.

He then 
went into the house, where he found 
Barrows in the bedroom, sitting on the 
edge of the bed groaning with pain. 
Perceivicg his son-in-law, the injured 
man exclaimed: 
"Oscar, I have got 


to go soon, I think." 


"Yes,'? said Blaney, in a firm voice, 


"your time has come now." With this 
Blaney again opened fire on the man. 
The shot took effect in the hip, shat- 
tering the bone and making a ghastly 
wound. The injured 
man groaned 


deeply and raised his arm to his head 
as if to shield his face. Blaney then 
flred a second shot, which buried itself 
in Barrows' brain and. he fell back on 
the bed without a groan. Blaney then 
threw the revolver under the shed 
again and he and Mrs. Barrows then 
gave the alarm that the man had com- 
mitted suicide. 


Blaney and Mrs. Barrows were in- 


dictod for murder by the grand jury 
and tried at the January term of the 
supreme 'court following the crime in 
November. 


The contention of the state in ad- 


vancing a motive to connect Mrs, Bar- 
rows with the crime was hatred of her 
husband. After a trial lasting a week 
it was proved beyond a doubt that 
Blaney ivas only the supple tool on her 
determination to get rid ot" her hus- 
band, that that he was induced to dp 
the shooting through her influence. 
The jury found her guilty of murdw 
in the first degree after being out a 
little less than four hours. After the 
conviction of Mrs. Barrows, Blaney 
pleaded guilty.
